iinil the water that i.s in tliusnbsuil from 
whatever source it may come. Thin ap- 
plies lo all kinds of clays and loams. 
Where the subsoil is gravel the natural 
drain, ige may atcomplisli all that is de- 
sired, but in these cases the speedy 
moMil of surface water is important. 
Persons who have not given special 
tention to the matter are generally un- 
aware how mneli ordinary roads are 
lieudileil by suUlrainage. If the road 
bed is diy when winter sets in, the frott 
has comparatively little ell'ect upon it, 
and when the frost goes out in the sprin 
the road settk-.s very quickly, while the 
Ciost goes cut much sooner than in uii- 
drained roads. Xo well drained road 
becomes '-bottomless1' in springtime, 
nor is it so Hirntopiecesby heavy travel. 
Throughout the year heavy rains have 
but little effect upon it. In view of the 
immense benefits from subdramage it 
seems surprising that every public road 
that is not upon a gravel subsoil is not 
drained. In no other way cau the ex- 
penditure of an equal amount of money 
accomplish so much. The kind of drain 
may depend upon circumstances, but 
ordinarily it is better to use well burnt 
tiles. The joints should be protected 
with well lifting coilars, and the descent 
should be enough to insure a speedy dis- 
charge. The place ot discharge should 
be .judiciously selected and should be 
protected where possible with a retain- 
ing wall oC stone. As there is liability 
of negleet in clearing the outlet from 
accumulations of earth, grass, sticks, 
A:e., there slio.ml be ample outfall. In 
narrow roads one drain beneath the 
centre will accomplish the purpose, but 
in reads of considerable width there 
should bo two drains parallel with the 
central line.

Its exterior walls were each li:o 
j.irds in length. ]t is heavily construct- 
ed with limestone walls four feet thick 
at the liottom, and contained barracks 
.sullicient for a garrison of three hun- 
dred men. II was built during the 
bloody Indian i icursion which followed 
close upon the defeat of Draddock and 
which depopulated the Milley of the 
Antietam, and its object was to protect 
tlie Western frontier "from the incur- 
sions and horrid depredations of the 
sin age enemy." The walls are still 
st,Hiding, in a lair state of presers-ation, 
seventeen feet in height. A large breach 
has been made to admit wagons, and a 
poition of the walls hiiMihecn demolish- 
ed to build a barn.

Three Tariff Issues. 


The free wool bill passed the lower 


house of Congress on Thursday by a 
vote of lft-1 to **>. A Republican Senate 
and IVt-si'-lent have still to act upon it. 
That action will doubtles be against it, 
and thus will be made up the jlrst tariff 
jsdiu.-. As the Lancaster 
Jntcmtjfnwr 


iviiinrks, and as f-verybody knows, there 
is no party that demands the release of 
protective duties from the whole list of 
imports: the difference between the 
jartifs isas to rates of duty and as to 
articles which should be released from 
duty. The commir contest will be made 
dffinite by the selections which have 
been made by the Democratic House of 
certain things from which it declares 
that the interest of the nation demands 
that the import duty shall be taken off. 
The tirst of these to receive its action is 
•wool; ami. its argument 5s that it is a 
x.iw material which should be made as 
cheap us possible to the woolen niaim- 
f.icuirers, in order that their industry 
may thrive. They declare that not on- 
ly i?, wool, as n raw material, properly 
free from import duty, but that there is 
a special reason in addition for the re- 
lease of the duty upon it. in the fact 
that the liner grades of wool are not 
£rown in our country; and the home de- 
Tiiand for the grades thnt are grown will 
be stimulated by the increased manu- 
facture free wool will create: and the 
consequent increased demand for the 
cheaper wools for mixing purposes. The 
argument is that 
not only the wool 


manufacturer, but the wool grower is 
likely to be benlitted by free wool: and 
it is one which should persuade Con- 
gress to test its worth; and which would 
probably do so if partisan considerations 
permitted the exercise of a free judg- 
ment. 


Ores and fuel appeal nearly as strong- 


ly for free entry as wool. The seaboard 
section of the country will be greatly 
bem-litted by it and sec n to be entitled 
to it. 
"Pennsylvania and the South 


ought to be able to compete successful- 
ly with Xova Scotia in the supply of 
coal to New Kngland, and their interests 
do not demand the continuance of the 
duty on it. These sections will be bene- 
fit led by free ores: for though they have 
abundant ores, they are not of the qual- 
ity that will alone make the quality of 
iron needed: but they must have rtie 
ores of Cuba or of the lakes to use with 
them. The South lias no steel making 
ore in any quantity thai we know ol 
OMtside that at Cranberry, which does 
not seem to be the important deposit it 
v.-:is once held to be, and it needs cheap 
Cuban ores to enable it to start up the 
s'.eel industry that it hungers for and 
cannot otherwise have, l-'ree ore may 
curtail the mining industry ot' the lakes 
and lessen the \alue of the Cornwall 
product, but we know no good reason 
vhy either of these should be protected: 
particularly the latter, which lias abun- 
dantly enriched the families that, have 
lived on it for OYH a hundred years, and 
whose matt-rial inte'-'ests demitnd no tax 
•whatever from the government for their 
protection; nor do they need it. Their 
cheaply inimnl and rich ore will be 
worked at a 151 rat profit in couiprlition 
with ivny deposit the world kno\vs. it:id 
there will be no end to its outflow ot 
wealtli while it lasts. 


And manufactured sugar 1ms come to
